The College announces the addition of a new department, the 
Department of Nursing to its curriculum. Sister Rose Helene, R.N., 
M.A., is the head of this department. It will now be possible to at- 
tain a B.S. degree in Nursing in four calendar years. 

The addition of this new department is the result of the reor- 
ganization of the St. Joseph Hospital School of Nursing, a school 
established since 1900. The best features of this school have been 
retained and to it have been added the additional studies necessary 
for a college degree.

The Crowning of Our Blessed Lady will take place on the eve- 
ning of May 11. Reverend Joseph Freeman, S. J., will be the speak- 
er for the occasion and Monsignor T. B. McDonald will officiate at 
at Benediction. The procession from Donnelly Hall will wind its 
way around the campus and end in the auditorium of the Music and 
Arts Building, where the ceremonies will take place. In addition 
to the two senior attendants the queen will also be accompanied by 
six other escorts to be chosen from the other classes and by eight 
daisy chain bearers, two from each of the classes. The election of 
these honorary positions in the court is scheduled for the coming 
week. 



Besides the usual four semesters 
of the first two years of college 
work, the student in nursing will be 
required to attend two summer ses- 
sions, one twelve-week and one eight- 
week period. The courses embrace 
academic, pre-professional, and pro- 
fessional courses. Those students 
who need financial aid will have the 
opportunity to work in St. Joseph’s 
Hospital as aides during their free 
time (not to exceed twenty hours 
weekly), or they may arrange for 
part-time employment at the college 
or elsewhere. 

Outside Clinical Work 

During the last two years of her 
work, the student in nursing must 
live at Rossiter Hall, St. Joseph’s 
Hospital, under the direct supervision 
of the Head of the Department of 
Nursing. There the advanced pro- 
fessional courses in theory will av- 
erage five or six hours weekly, the 
greater part of the day being spent 
in supervised practice in the hospi- 
tal. About twenty per cent of this 
clinical two-year period will be spent 
at other institutions for additional 
types of experience. 

Three Year Course 

Students who do not desire the 
college degree may pursue the three 
year course at Rossiter Hall and ob- 
tain their experience in St. Joseph 
Hospital, making them eligible for 
the state examination required of all 
graduates in nursing. 

Registered professional nurses who 
have completed a certificate course 
in nursing and who desire a B. S. in 
Nursing may complete the require- 
ments at St. Teresa’s.

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McCollum Versus Religion 

Back in the days when the world seemed a great deal larger 
than it does today, a group of people met and composed a docu- 
ment that is very important to most Americans. In this document 
there appears this sentence. "Congress shall make no law respect- 
ing an establishment of religion, or prohibiting the free exercise 
thereof." In other words, Congress has no power to designate any 
religion as the national religion, to be followed by all Americans, 
nor can it enact a law forbidding members of any religion to follow 
that religion. This, then, was the beginning of the separation of 
Church and State. 

As Catholics, are we opposed to this separation? No, for with 
it we are as well-off as any other religious group. We are, at least 
legally, free from persecution. Furthermore, the Catholic Chuch in 
the United States is free from the corruption that creeps in when 
State and Chuch have a finger in each other's pie. The principle is 
definitely beneficial. One does not hear Catholics complaining. 

Yet some people are incredibly touchy about the question of 
separation of Church and State. Any "extra" given to any religious 
group, in accordance with justice, charity, or good business, is deem- 
ed a violation of this principle. 

There is the matter of our maintaining a representative at the 
Vatican. Other nations are not so reluctant to keep an ear on the 
listening post of the world. 

There is also the matter of free lunches and free transportation 
for school children in all schools. Opponents of these measures are 
so blinded by the idea of one group's profiting that they forget that 
people are involved, children, who have a certain right to health 
and safety. 

The latest and most confused issue is that involving the Cham- 
paign, Illinois, school board and Mrs. Vashti McCollum. The sub- 
ject of the controversy was released-time religious education for 
public school children under which the students are dismissed to 
attend classes in their respective religions, either in the school or 
in some other building. Those who do not wish to participate attend 
class as usual. 

In Champaign all the students were going to the religion classes, 
except Mrs. McCollum's son. Mrs. McCollum is an atheist, and was 
loud and persistent in her protest despite adverse decisions from all 
the state courts. She was finally successful in the Supreme Court 
of the United States. 

The Supreme Court said no, in a decision open to various inter- 
pretations. It created a void that must be filled. 

Is such released-time education constitutional? It does not es- 
tablish a state religion. It does not restrict the exercise of any re- 
ligion. These are the points mentioned in the Constitution, and the 
only reference to religion. However, in another part of the Bill of 
Rights it is stated that "the powers not delegated to the United States 
by the Constitution, nor prohibited by it to the States, are reserved 
to the States respectively, or to the people.” There is nothing in the 
Constitution prohibiting individual states from making intra-state laws 
concerning the use of school buildings, or the subjects included in 
the curricula of the schools. That makes the issue seem more like 
a question of states' rights. 

Mrs. McCollum is not the only one to raise a cry of protest against 
this program. Many groups, religious and non-religious, such as the 
National Liberal League and the National Baptist Convention, are 
similarly denunciatory. The program has been described as the 
opening phase of a mass attack on the public school system, and 
as being clumsy and inefficient. 

The first charge is an obvious exaggeration, but the second is 
not. It is to be expected that the released-time program would be 
unwieldy, as is any makeshift. It is only the perfected mechanism 
that runs smoothly. The present arrangement is unsatisfactory, but 
so was the previous one. 

, Contrary to published opinion, there is a need for religious edu- 
cation in the United States, especially now, when the former pat- 
tern of home life, under which children were educated religiously 
and morally, is disintegrating. 

It seems almost superfluous to remark that America is in need 
of citizens who bear the stamp of religious training. In the early 
days of our country children were educated in a respect for their 
God and for their fellow-man. From these children came the build- 
ers of our country. The ubiquitous spectacle of broken homes and 
broken men is the outcome of the lack of this respect. It is a weak- 
ness that is a foreshadowing of decline, the symptom of a mori- 
bund civilization. — JOAN MORRIS.

The only real competition be- 
ing afforded Communism in Italy to- 
day is the result of the concerted ef- 
fort of small groups of Catholic Ac- 
tionists radiating from approximate- 
ly 18,000 parishes.

At the little publicized but extreme- 
ly important Pan American confer- 
ence in Bogota, Columbia, Secretary 
of State George Marshall has struck 
another blow at Soviet Russia. Mr. 
Marshall, in maintaining that the 
United States cannot continue Euro- 
pean aid without assistance from her 
American neighbors, declared that 
Russia is the only obstacle blocking 
the path to complete European re- 
covery and universal peace. 

The Democratic party, which until 
recently was sure, at least, of its 
presidential candidate, now is sure of 
nothing. Mr. Truman has chosen a 
most inopportune moment to express 
his Civil Rights views, and, conse- 
quently, has lost many of his sup- 
porters. However, the President has 
suffered no loss of self-confidence.

World Peace Topic 
At Carnegie Meet 

World Peace was the topic of the 
annual Regional International Rela- 
tions Clubs Conference held at War- 
rensburg on April 2-3. St. Teresa’s 
was represented by Geraldine Carri- 
gan, I. R. C. President, and Yvonne 
Pernac, active club member and stu- 
dent from Marseilles, France. The 
Conference, held by the Southern 
Branch of the Mississippi Valley Dis- 
trict Clubs and sponsored by the Car- 
negie Endowment for International 
Peace, was attended by delegates 
from over sixty colleges and univer- 
sities. 

The assembly was officially opened 
by President Diemer of Central Mis- 
souri State College. The conference 
chairman, William Stevens, then ad- 
journed the assembly to five panel 
discussion groups. The panel topics 
were: World Government the Road 
to Peace, Russia and World Peace, 
the Marshall Plan and World Sta- 
bility, the Impact of the 1948 Election 
on World Peace, and Racial Tension 
and World Peace. 

An address by Dr. Clyde Eagleton 
was the main attraction of the con- 
ference. Dr. Eagleton is professor of 
International Law at New York Uni- 
versity. He also spoke at a meeting 
of the same group in Emporia, Kan- 
sas, two years ago. The Doctor’s 
speech, entitled, “The US, UN, and 
the USSR,” was very thought-provok- 
ing and produced much discussion 
from the floor on such topics as the 
method of spreading Communism, the 
rightness or wrongness of Commun- 
ism, the United States’ leadership in 
the United Nations' and the foreign 
policy of the United States. 

Wendell M. Lewis, who has been 
awarded the Carnegie Endowment 
Fellowship for 1947-48, represented 
the Endowment at the Conference and 
informed the delegates of the present 
projects.

Some of the conclusions and main 
discussion topics of the conference in 
which the St. Teresa delegates took 
an active part were that there is a 
need for World Government and that 
although many obstacles now exist to 
it, there are none that cannot be 
solved. In regard to Russia it was 
decided that the United States should 
do its utmost to work through the UN. 
to stop Communism but if this fails, 
it should resort to military conscrip- 
tion. Peaceful methods should be 
employed if at all possible for Com- 
munism is an ideology and “you 
aon’t kill an ideology with a gun.” 

One of the most important conclus- 
ions was the realization of the need 
of more intensive study and analysis. 

The next meeting of the group will 
be held in the spring of 1949 at South 
Missouri State College at Cape Gir- 
ardeau, Missouri. 
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'Russia Will Be Converted ... If' 

According to Lucia, now Sister Lucy, the three requests of Our 
Lady intertwined — one bearing upon the other, "The most important 
is sacrifice — fulfillment of daily duty — and offering these sacrifices 
necessary to fulfillment of duty for poor sinners." 

"The secondary requests are prayerful meditation on the mys- 
teries of the rosary and consecration to the Immaculate Heart through 
the scapular." 

Mr. Haffert pointed out that much has been done in fulfilling 
the requests, but much is still wanting. At the time of the appari- 
tion at Fatima, Portugal, Communists had taken over complete con- 
trol of the government and were trying in all ways possible to supress 
Christianity. Near the village where the children lived a Commun- 
ist mayor, noted for his cruelty, decided to test the children. He 
kidnapped them and had them brought to jail. 

The children were separated and each was told that the others 
had been boiled in oil, and that he would also be killed unless he 
would deny the story of the apparition of Fatima. However, all three 
children remained faithful and could not be intimidated. They were 
released and returned the next month on the thirteenth to the place 
where they saw Our Lady. 

Mr. Haffert paused after each important point to give his audi- 
ence time to think of its substance. It seemed to me that Portugal 
at the time of the apparition could very well be compared to the 
conditions in America in not so many years if the requests are not 
fulfilled and Communism is not halted. 

Slides of the shrine of Fatima accompanied the lecture. Mr. 
Haffert showed pictures of the crowds of pilgrims attending the bene- 
diction. He had a picture taken at the exact moment on which a 
miracle occurred. A young girl, made blind and paralyzed by a 
brain tumor, was completely cured when the Sacred Host passed 
her in the procession. 

A highlight of the talk seemed to me to be when Mr. Haffert told 
of his conversation with Sister Lucia when she answered two impor- 
tant questions: Will Russia be converted and will there be peace 

and when will this happen? 

Sister Lucia said, "I think that the next thing that will happen 
will be that the Holy Father and all the Bishops will make a special 
consecration of Russia to the Immaculate Heart of Mary. This had 
been one of the prophecies at Fatima.) 

"And then, Sister," Mr. Haffert asked her, "will Russia be con- 
verted, and will there be peace?" 

"Yes," Sister answered, "that is what Our Blessed Lady prom- 
ised." 

His voice now reached a high peak and the audience was tense 
with excitement. 

"And when. Sister — when will this happen?" 

"When a sufficient number are offering their sacrifices and ful-
